The curriculum of the academy is an 
introduction to furniture manufacturing, 
teamwork and problem-solving, role of 
employer and employee/ work ethic, fi- 
nancial awareness/life skills, OSHA 10 


and WorkKeys Ca- 
reer Readiness 
Certificate. The 
course is flexible to 
meet the time 
needs of the partic- 
ipants, and sched- 
uling will be set up 
based on the needs 
of those who sign 

The first classes are scheduled to 
begin Feb. 13 at the Belden Center. 

ICC President Mike Eaton said the 
event was “a very special occasion, an ex- 
traordinary day.” He commended Gov. 
Bryant for his vision. “When you start a 
collaboration and having the financial 


support and backing, great things are 
going to happen. Not only are we im- 
proving the workforce, we are going to 
change lives. We at Itawamba are proud 
to be a part of this.”

Don’t be 
a statistic 


“You’re fat.” “You’re ugly.” “Monster.” “Freak.” “If 
you died, I wouldn’t care.” 

What do all of these slurs have in common? These 
are just some of the milder ones in the form of verbal 
bullying to which many U.S. teenagers are subjected 
every day in school and/or in public. However, verbal 
bullying is not the only form. 

Did you know that about 160,000 youth stay at 
home from school each day because of the fear of 
physical bullying?

I 
work out, play outside - football, basketball, softball, 
etc. Anything I could get into, I was in. Yet. I’m still 
this way. I can’t help it. 

Sadly, bullying is a problem that will more than 
likely never go away. It’s up to us to try to put an end 
to bullying. We can be the voices for the broken and 
the hurt. It’s up to us to speak up for the ones too 
scared to do so themselves, if you see or hear of 
someone’s being bullied, reach out to them. Don’t be 
the bully because your hurtful words and/or actions 
can be just the little push that someone needs to go 
over the edge. Could you live with the fact that you’re 
the reason why someone took his/her life? 

Honestly, bullies are cowards. Female students, 
don’t ever let anyone tell you that you’re not beautiful 
because of your weight. You are beautiful. Guys, don’t 
ever let anyone tell you that you’re not cool because 
of your money or muscles.

Students will per- 
form a prepared song of their choice, vocalize on vari- 
ous scales and sight read. After the choir auditions, the 
choreography that will be performed for auditions will 
be taught in an impromptu session. Each participant 
will also sing his/her vocal selection during this time. 
Having an accompaniment track or an accompanist 
has historically helped with the auditioning process. 
No a capella singing is suggested, and an accompanist 
will be provided if necessary. 

Instrumentalists who are interested in auditioning 
for the CenterStage band must have a short prepared 
selection and be ready to demonstrate any improvising 
skills they may have. Percussionists will play along with 
an accompaniment track that will represent three dif- 
ferent styles of music: rock, ballad and swing. These 
auditions will be in the Fine Arts Center auditorium.

Gallery features 
paintings, prints 
and sculptures

An exhibition of paintings, prints and sculp- 
tures by Mississippi artist Ke Francis and seven of 
his former students from the University of Central 
Florida will be on display in the W.O. Benjamin 
Fine Arts Center gallery at the ICC Fulton Campus 
through Feb. 17. 

A reception and artist presentation is sched- 
uled for 2 p.m. on that date. 

Francis founded Hoopsnake Press in 1970 at 
the studios located at 1249 North Coley Road in 
Tupelo. At this time, the facility consisted only of 
a Charles Brand etching press and technical facil- 
ities to print small scale etchings and woodcuts. 
The press operation slowly expanded to include 
typecasting equipment, large etching and relief 
printing presses and two letterpresses to handle 
the design, illustration and printing of books. 

In 1966, the press moved to research space at 
the University of Central Florida, Orlando, where 
it established a collaborative publishing venture 
with Flying Horse Press, the fine art press estab- 
lished by the university art department. Francis 
became director of the press, which came to be 
known as Flying Horse Editions, and he and Mary 
Francis continued to publish under the Hoop- 
snake logo from 1996-2014. Ke, his daughter, 
Kerry, and Mary agreed to revamp the Tupelo fa- 
cilities and combine the presses and resources 
from both locations at the original Tupelo studio 
in 2014. 

Currently, the print and book publishing proj- 
ects, exhibitions and archiving efforts of the press 
are administered by Ke, Mary and Kerry Francis. 
Ke Francis continues to produce his paintings, 
prints and artist books, and individual and collab- 
orative projects are carried out by seven associate 
artists who are recent University of Central 
Florida graduates. They include Nicole Dikon, Lu- 
juan Perez-Hernandez, Anthony Mancuso, Corin 
Robideux, M.J. Torrecampo, Jager Palad and 
Shanna Stiles. According to Ke Francis, “The 
Hoopsnake Press Associate Artists are a group of 
talented young artists whose artistic interests and 
aesthetic concerns parallel the mission of the 
press. They are skilled professionals with unique 
personal visions.” 

Gallery hours are from 8 a.m.-4 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, except for when ICC is closed for 
holidays.

Swanson to fly on SOFIA 
as part of NASA educator team

Bob Swanson of Tupelo, astron- 
omy instructor at ICC, will partici- 
pate in one of NASA’s n educator 
teams for its Airborne Astronomy 
Ambassadors program and will fly 
on its Stratospheric Observatory 
for Infrared Astronomy, Mar. 5-11. 

During that week, his team will 
make at least two and possibly 
three research flights, each lasting 
about 12 hours. 

As part of his role as an Airborne 
Astronomy Ambassador, Swanson 
said that he is to do public outreach 
for the SOFIA program. He has re- 
cently released a song to iTunes, 
“Infra-Ready (Set to Go!),” to com- 
memorate the opportunity. In his 
spare time, Swanson writes and 
records children’s music about 
weather (Stormin’ Bob Swanson, 
the Singing Weatherman) and 
gives science presentations to local 
schools, libraries and community 
groups. “To make my outreach as 
effective as possible, I try to bring 
all my talents to bear, including my 
passion for music and songwrit- 
ing,” he said. 

The program is a professional 
development opportunity for edu- 
cators designed to improve teach- 
ing methods and to inspire 
students. As part of the prepara- 
tion, the Airborne Astronomy Am- 
bassadors complete a graduate 
credit astronomy course and are 
partnered with professional as- 
tronomers to participate as the sci- 
entists conduct research on board 


NASA’s flying telescope, SOFIA. 

“Being selected for the NASA 
program is an honor,” Swanson 
said. “My next challenge is to figure 
out ways to webcast parts of my 
SOFIA experience to my traditional 
and online students while I’m out 
there in California. Before I leave, I 
hope to pick up some tips from my 
tech-savy students about Facebook 
Live or Instagram Video Stream- 
ing. When I get back, I hope to 
schedule a Backyard Astronomy 
event so that I can share stories 
from my SOFIA experience with 
the wider community.”

According to NASA, SOFIA is a 
highly modified Boeing 747SP jet- 
liner fitted with a 2.5 meter (100- 
inch) telescope that uses a suite of 
seven instruments to study celestial 
objects at infrared wavelengths 
during overnight science missions. 
It flies at altitudes between 39,000 
and 45,000 feet (12-14 kilometers) 
above more than 99 percent of the 
water vapor in the Earth’s atmos- 
phere that blocks infrared energy 
from reaching ground-based obser- 


vatories. 

“NASA’s SOFIA observatory 
provides a fantastic opportunity for 
educators to witness scientific ob- 
servations being conducted first- 
hand so they can better understand 
and appreciate the research 
process,” said Hashima Hasan, 
SOFIA program scientist at NASA 
headquarters in Washington, in a 
news release from NASA. “SOFIA 
presents a unique opportunity for 
educators to interact with re- 
searchers making observations on 
board the SOFIA airborne observa- 
tory. The educators can then take 
what they learn back into their 
classrooms and communities to 
convey the value of scientific re- 
search as well as the wide variety of 
science, technology, engineering 
and math career paths available to 
students.” 

SOFIA is based at NASA’s Arm- 
strong Flight Research Center’s fa- 
cility in Palmdale, Calif. 

Swanson’s background includes 
Shannon High School, where he 
taught physics, physical science 
and earth science; professional me- 
teorologist - six years as a TV 
weatherman and four years as as- 
sistant weather editor of USA 
Today. He earned bachelor’s de- 
grees in both physics and philoso- 
phy from The University of 
Scranton and a master’s degree in 
meteorology from Penn State Uni- 
versity. He and his wife, Meredith, 
are the parents of three sons, D.J., 
Nate and Henry.

Bushway shares experience 
with disability services

Itawamba Community College is 
great at many things, including sports, 
academics and campus life. But, what I 
will walk away from my time here re- 
membering the most is the extraordi- 
nary disability services and overalll 
compassionate attitude toward disabled 
students. 

Last school year, began having 
nerve pain in my feet, which quickly 
progressed to my whole body. Within 
several months, I was using a wheel- 
chair because walking became too 
painful. After taking a semester off, I 
am back at school now and use a 



scooter to get around the Fulton Cam- 
pus. 

Until recently, I never had to think 
about the placement of ramps or types 
of doors, but it is a big part of my life 
now. For the most part, the campus is 
very accessible. There are ramps for 
every building and elevators inside the 
main buildings. However, when I was 
using a normal wheelchair, most of the 
ramps were too steep to get up by my- 
self. Also, I know that a crosswalk and 
ramp going into the parking lot en- 
trance at Itawamba Hall would go a 
long way for future handicapped stu- 
dents. 

The trickiest thing that I have had to 
figure out is doors. Automatic doors, at 
least for the main buildings, would be 
extremely helpful. If nobody is around, 

I have to get up, open the door and 
steer my scooter in from the inside. I 
am a minority in the handicapped 
world in that I am physically able to 
walk short distances, though every step 
I take feels like I am walking on shat- 
tered glass. However, the average stu- 
dent in a wheelchair would have to wait 
until someone was around in order to 
get into a building. Bathroom doors can 
be difficult as well. Some of them swing 
both ways, which is ideal, but others 
only open into the bathroom, making it 
impossible for wheelchair-bound peo- 
ple to get out on their own. 

While there are some challenges 
with getting around on campus, Emily 
Lamb, director of Supportive Services, 


and Dr. Buddy Collins, vice president of 
Student Services, are the main reason 
why I was able to live on campus at all, 
and they made it possible for me to re- 
turn to school this semester. Before I 
started using a wheelchair, I would oc- 
casionally get stuck in the middle of 
campus with my feet not working, and 
both of them would drop everything to 


come help me. This semester, Mrs. 
Lamb arranged for doors to the W.O. 
Benjamin Fine Arts Center to be 
propped open for me and found a way 
to get my scooter on and off the bus. 
Dr. Collins had made sure that campus 
police know my situation so they can 
help if they see me struggling. And, 
both of them check in with me fre- 


quently to see if there’s anything they 
can do. 

It’s not just the disability services 
that makes going to ICC possible, but 
also the students and faculty who go 
out of their way to help me without hes- 
itation. 

When I stopped being able to walk 
long distances, Morgan Cutturini, Eng- 
lish and film instructor, started picking 
me up from my dorm every morning to 
take me to breakfast and to my first 
class. 

My classmates carried me across 
campus from time to time and pushed 
me when I started using a wheelchair. 

When it reached the point where I 
had to move back home, all of my 
teachers did everything they could to 
make sure I could not just finish, but 
actually succeed in their classes. 

What makes Itawamba Community 
College great, in my eyes, is that com- 


plete strangers and busy instructors 
and staff drop what they’re doing and 
take a few minutes out of their day to 
make mine easier, often without my 
having to ask. 

Because of the student body, the fac- 
ulty and the supportive services, I am 
able to graduate this semester. I am 
very grateful to you all for making that 
possible.

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New software to transform 
housing applications

A new software program 
will “bring housing out of the 
dark ages” will be implemented 
soon at Itawamba Community 
College. 

Currently no software is 
being used for the application 
process, room claim and re- 
claim and residence hall viola- 
tions, according to Housing 
administrative assistant Andrea 
Senter, who attended training 
last week along with other ICC 
personnel including Housing 
director Chad Case. Senter said 
that ICC uses a Web page cre- 
ated by TIS to enter violations 
but it doesn’t work on mobile 


platforms like StarRez does. 

The software program, Star- 
Rez, will control everything re- 
lated to housing, Senter said. In 
addition, it will replace the inci- 
dent system currently used by 
Campus Police at all three Col- 
lege locations. 

Daniel Parrish, StarRez rep- 
resentative, demonstrated the 
functions of the software in the 
training session. 

Senter said that the Hous- 
ing office is working closely with 
the Telecommunications and 
Information Services Depart- 
ment in the implementation of 
the new program. In fact, TIS is 
responsible for building the 
server. 


The 
software 
can be 
used for 
complet- 
ing the 
resi- 
dence 
hall ap- 
plication 
as well as 
accommodating payment of the 
deposit. Those applying can se- 
lect a hall preference. Comple- 
tion of a profile will enable 
roommate matching. Senter 
said that this will be especially 
beneficial in helping students 
who “live far away” to find com- 
patible roommates. 


Senter said that the system 
is expected to be used for the 
first time for room claim and re- 
claim this spring. In the past, 
students have “lined up” outside 
the Housing office and waited 
their turn to complete the pa- 
perwork for both options. 

“It will be like selecting 
classes,” Senter said of the new 
software. “It is fabulous.” It will 
also create email templates for 
her standard notifications to 
students living in the residence 
halls, and all she will have to do 
is plug in the correct dates. 

Senter also noted that Star- 
Rez will enable reports with a 
more detailed history. “Resi- 
dent managers can do online re- 


porting as a result of hall checks 
and can upload a picture to doc- 
ument the violation.” 

Senter said that the soft- 
ware will streamline the hous- 
ing process and will enable the 
Housing office as well as the 
other areas of the College that 
will utilize the system to be 
more efficient. 

The software will also make 
a difference in residence hall 
check in, she explained. Stu- 
dents will scan their IDs to go 
online and see the room condi- 
tions. 

She said that as the semes- 
ter progresses, additional infor- 
mation will be available.

ICC provides edge 
for SNAP recipients

Area residents without 
dependents who receive 
benefits from the Supple- 
mental Nutrition Assis- 
tance Program have an 
opportunity for assistance 
in finding a rewarding job 
as well as achieving their 
educational goals through 
the EDGE program at 
Itawamba Community 
College. 

EDGE, which is an 
acronym for Ethics, Disci- 
pline, Goals, Employ- 
ment, is a program that 
goes beyond the idea of 
simply getting a job, ac- 
cording to Lee Oswalt, di- 
rector of the SNAP E and 
T program at ICC. “As a 
job seeker, you must have 
skills, a proactive attitude 
and the right opportuni- 
ties to make a living pay- 


check. If you’re receiving 
SNAP, you can get the 
EDGE, which will help 
give you the training, edu- 
cation, guidance and sup- 
port that you 
need to suc- 
ceed.” 

Oswalt said 
that participa- 
tion in EDGE 
won’t affect 
SNAP benefits. 

Included in 
EDGE is a 
four-week Ca- 
reer Assess- 
ment Program, which 
focuses on career develop- 
ment, job attainment, 
modification of the partic- 
ipant’s individual career 
plan and survival in the 
workforce and includes 
“intrusive” counseling de- 
signed to motivate partic- 


ipants. Since the CAP 
models a typical work en- 
vironment, participants 
develop positive habits of 
work, including but not 
limited to, ac- 
countability for 
attendance, ap- 
propriate work 
behavior and 
opportunities 
to develop a 
positive work 
ethic. 

Follow- 
ing the CAP, 
participants 
can be placed into one of 
three possible pathways, 
academic, life-skills or 
work, and there are sub- 
paths for each. Those who 
already have a high school 
diploma or equivalent ed- 
ucation and have the nec- 
essary work readiness and 


behavior skills will be 
placed in the work path- 
way. Those who need ad- 
ditional career training 
will be placed in a pro- 
gram that aligns with 
labor market expectations 
that will lead to a middle- 
skill job that benefits their 
interests and abilities and 
is in high demand in the 
area. 

The program also pro- 
vides support funding to 
assist with covering ex- 
penses such as test and as- 
sessment fees, uniforms 
and other items required 
for work and transporta- 
tion.

ICC football breaks 
20-year-old record

The ICC football team has left its 
mark in the recently updated Na- 
tional Junior College Athletic Asso- 
ciation football record book after 
breaking a 20-year-old passing 
record during the fall season. 

During the 2016 fall season, the 
Indians completed 271 passes in 
nine games to set the single-season 
team completions per game record 
with 30.11 completions per game to 
take over the top spot held by Ver- 
milion (Minn.) Community College, 
according to Michael Teague, assis- 
tant director of media relations for 
the NJCAA. 

Vermilion completed 301 of 492 
passes to set the original single sea- 
son mark of 30.10 completions per 
game during the 1996 season. 

Peyton Bender (Ft. Laud- 
erdale, Fla.), Dan Ellington (Olive 
Branch) and Montario Mont- 
gomery (Starkville) combined to 


complete 271 of 413 passes (65.6 
percent) for 3,545 yards with 29 
touchdowns and only five intercep- 
tions on the season. 

Other notable marks in the 
NJCAA Record Book include: 

^Current President and former 
head coach Mike Eaton ranks 
30th among the All-Time Win- 
ningest Coaches with 111 wins and 
40th in Highest Winning Per- 
centage at .609 in 18 seasons. 

^Desmond Jennings (Birm- 
ingham, Ala.) was the 2005 NJCAA 
Receiving Champion with 6.8 re- 
ceptions per game. He finished the 
season with 848 yards and six 
touchdowns on 54 catches in eight 
games. 

^Darrell Nicklow (Arcadia, 
Fla.) earned the 1993 NJCAA Re- 
ceiving Champion honor with 7.8 
receptions per game. He finished 
the year with 877 yards and five 
touchdowns on 70 catches in nine 


games. 

^Brandon Smith (Aberdeen) 
was the 2012 NJCAA Fumble Re- 
covery Champion with four fumble 
recoveries returned for 38 yards in 
nine games. 

Heath Hutchins (Saltillo) was 
named the 2008 NJCAA Punting 
Champion after averaging 46 yards 
per kick. He finished the season 
with 1,933 yards on 42 punts. 

*In 1994, the Indians earned the 
NJCAA Total Defensive Champion 
honor after only allowing 110.1 
yards per game o a mark that ranks 
11th overall in the NJCAA record 
book dating back to 1970. 

Hn 1994, the Indians earned the 
Passing Defense championship 
after holding teams to an impressive 
47.5 yards per game - a mark that 
ranks 10th overall in the record 
book.
